A new county building ha« * for a long 
tifii'. been considered necessary for the 
protection of v aluable records as well 
as for the transaction of business at the 
county seat, such as holding courts, 
rooms for superv isor meetings, com* 
tnittee rooms, etc. 
T he people of Am­ 


boy who were leaders in opposition to 
the people v oting upon the proposition, 
hw e urged publicly in the newspapers 
there that a new court house was need­ 
ed, but they hoped for a remov al of the 
county seat to tha t town until that 
hope was abandoned by the last elec­ 
tion on the question, which decided in 
fav or of Dixon.

debt, and its financial condition will , 
justify the building of such a court I 
house as will be a credit to the county : 
arid such as is imperativ ely necessary j 
to » protect the v aluable records 
and 
property o ’ tho county from loss by 
t he ’t or fire: 
Therefore, Resolv ed, T ha t the sum 
of One Hundred Thousand Dollar» be*
